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INTRODUCTION 
KALISPELL  ORIGIN  AND  DESTINATION  STUDY 

This  study  was  conducted  during  the  period  from  June  26 
to  July  9,   1970.  Outbound  motorists  were  interviewed  at  five 
stations  located  on  the  principal  highways  near  the  urban  limits, 
Each  station  was  operated  for  16  hours  between  6  a.m.  and  10  p.m. 
on  weekdays  and  the  interviews  were  later  expanded  to  an  average 
twenty-four  hour  traffic  volume .  All  traffic  figures  presented 
in  this  report  are  average  weekday  traffic  for  July  1970.

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DEFINITIONS 

ORIGIN  AND  DESTINATION  STUDY:  A  study  of  the  Origins  and 
Destinations  of  trips  passing  out  of,  into,  or  through  a  selected 
area. 

CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT:  The  major  business  district  of  a 
City,  also  commonly  called  the  downtown  area. 

TRIP:  The  one-way  travel  of  one  vehicle  between  an  origin 
and  a  destination. 

DESIRE  LINE:  A  straight  line  between  an  origin  and  a  destin- 
ation.
